He 
is a married man, and until this morning he

yesrs of age, at No. 4223 North Levee. He is 
at present being. held for the Coroner at the 
sub-station in Police District No. 4. 

McDermott has lived in this city since May 
last, when he came here from Muscatine, Io., 
and was a boarder in a boarding-house at No. 
4205 North Levee.

An American Officer’s Observations Abroad

Europe, from which 


Ihave just teturned,’’ 
said Maj.

find anything that 
could de profitably 
adopted into our army. 
It may seem strange,

incumbrances than he ever did before. 
ARMY FOOTGEAR. 

But in two respects scarcely an advanee has 
been made during the past half century in 
headgear and in foot-covering. The latter is 
by far the most important and apparently the 
farthest from solution. I was present at Mann- 
heim when a board of German officers were 
examining into the subject, and learned some 
curious and interesting facts.

the feet, and soon destroring 
the small supply carried in the knapsack. 
During the last war thousands of French sol- 
diers were obliged to put their bare feet into 
their shoes, because their stockings had been 
ruined by the mud which was accumulated by 
the gaiters, andthis resuited in thousands of 
cripplings, more or less serious. 

AMERICAN SHOES. 

Our own laced brogan received much at- 
tention from the board of German officers, 
and a company of —2 were shod in this 
manner and marched through mud and water 
every day for a week. The report 
of the board, by which I was con- 
sulted several times, was very favorable 
upon certain features of our shoes, but, as the 
ranking officer quaintly suidto me: ‘It does 
not seem that the American soldiers wear any 
trousers. The fact that no protection for the 
legs above the ankle was provided by our 
shoes was considered fatal to their claims for 
recognition, as all European officers have a 
horror of allowing the trousers of their sol- 
diersto become soaked with water or coated 
with mud. The French gaiter comes nearly to 
midleg, and the German and Russian boot an- 
swer the same purpose. But our shoes, 
while excellent in their way, are woefully de- 
ficient in affording protection to anything ex- 
cept the feet. A company of troops, after 
marching one day through the mudand the 
next through the rain, presented a very woe- 
bexone appearance, as their trousers were wet 
to the knee and were caked stiff with mud. 
This led to the rejection of our model. 

A SUBSTITUTE FOR SOCKS. 

One change in footgear was recommended, 
and will in a few years be adopted by all Bu- 
ropean armies, and that is the en- 
tire abolition of the sock and n 
The experience of the Russian troops in 
the terrible Baikan campaign,when they were 
exposed to all kinds of weather except good, 
proved beyond all dispute the efficacy of their 
substitute for the sock. This consists of a 
broad piece of linen which is folded around 
the feet, and which can be spread out to dry 
like a handkerchief. Nothing has been found 
so good to prevent chafing, the great terror of 
marching troops, andthe linen bandage can 
be thoroughly washed and dried within a few 
hours, between night and morning, 
and there is no danger of i 
wearing out, as if a hole appears 
a slight chanxe in the position of the bandage 
covers it, without any risk of producing 
chafing. This substitate for the stocking was 
uniyersally recommended, and will unques- 
Nlonably be adopted. |
